When 17-year-old 
Bethany Upton came home 
with a tattoo on her left arm, 
her mom Tracey couldn’t 
have been more proud. 

The blue and black inked 
letters read USMC -— for 
United States Marine Corps 
— alongside the word Devil- 
dog, the Marines’ mascot. 
That’s nght — the Marines. 

At the tender age of 17, 
Bethany Upton is anything 
but. Since graduating from 
Andover High School in 
May, spending 13 weeks in 
boot camp in South Carolina, 
graduating last Friday from 
camp and returning to her 
Lowell Street home as Pri- 
vate Upton, quite a few 
things have changed. 

“TI have a lot more disci- 
pline,” says the straight-faced 
teen. “I have more manners 
than I had before.” 

“She’s aged 10 years 
since I last saw her,” adds her 
mother proudly. 

Oh yeah — and she’s 
developed the habit of carry- 
ing an M-16 wherever she 
goes. 

“I’m not afraid of any- 
body,” Bethany Upton states, 
a glint of pride in her eye. 

That will come in handy if 
the government stations her 
overseas in Afghanistan as 
the United States fights ter- 
rorism.

“She had a 
tough time as a teenager (in 
high school),” says her mom, 
adding that college did not 
seem to lie down her daugh- 
ter’s path. But senior year was 
passing quickly, and Bethany 
Upton knew she had to make a 
decision for her future. A 
friend, who had recently 


joined the Marines herself, 


convinced the young woman 
to talk to a recruiter last 
December. That was all it took 
to get her hooked. 

What followed was a long 
test of mental and physical 
endurance, as Bethany Upton 
set out to push herself to the 
limit in what she professes to 
be the toughest branch of the 
military. It worked. “She’s just 
one big muscle,” laughs her 
mother. 

“T wouldn’t have joined any 
other branch of service,” 
Bethany Upton adds. 

She says the Marine Corps 
is the only US military branch 
that trains women for combat, 
though the government will 
not intentionally place females 
on the front lines. But if that 
rule changes anytime soon, 
Bethany Upton is ready. 

“T’ve been trained to do 
that,” she says. 

Tracey Upton nods her 
head in agreement. Is she ner- 
vous at all about the thought of 
her daughter going where the 
fighting is?

BUILDING BRIDGES 


When one or more teeth are lost, the remaining teeth can shift out of their normal posi- 
tions. Teeth adjacent to the space, or from the opposite jaw, will often tilt or drift. This shift- 
will lead to changes in the bite, which may put stress on the jaws, muscles, 
and teeth. In the end, the tooth loss can adversely affect the ability to chew comfortably, 
and appearance may also be affected. Thus, a bridge may be recommended when tooth 
loss occurs. It consists of a replacement tooth or teeth attached to crowns on each side. 
The bridge is cemented to the teeth adjacent to the space, thereby effectively replacing the

Police now have a face to pair 
with a suspect’s fingerprints 
found at Sovereign Bank on Main 
Street after the August robbery. 

Police have a warrant out for 
Matthew Christensen, 24, of 
Medford, who allegedly walked 
into the bank during broad day- 
light on Aug. 31. He handed a 
teller a note that demanded 
money and ran out the door and 
down the street, says Detective 
Sgt. Don Pattullo, who will not 
say how much money the robber 
allegedly got away with. 

Officer Kevin Burke lifted a 
fingerprint from that note to iden- 
tify the suspect as Christensen, 
who has other minor arrests for 
drugs and alcohol on his record, 
says Pattullo. A baseball cap that 
police found on Punchard Avenue 
is also thought to have been worn 
by the suspect, purchased at Ath- 
lete’s Corner on Main Street 
moments before the robbery.

In an apparent effort to avoid 
jinxing the new schools construc- 
tion project, Superintendent Clau- 
dia Bach told the School Commit- 
tee Tuesday night that she would 
prefer not to make detailed contin- 
gency plans for if the schools do 
not open on time next fall. 

Although general contractor 
J.T. Callahan & Sons has been one 
to two months behind schedule 
since last year’s hard winter, the 
$30 million elementary and mid- 
dle school project at Cross Street 
and High Plain Road is not cur- 
rently seen as being in danger of 
opening late. However, School 


Building Committee Chairman 
Mark Johnson suggested to School 
Committee members recently that, 
in the interest of planning ahead, 
they should develop an alternate 
calendar to fall back on should the 
schools be forced to open late for 
any reason. 

Bach weighed in on the issue 
Tuesday night. 

“This community knows how 
to make things work,” she said. “If 
the schools don’t open on time, 
they'll make a plan and make it 
work. We can (develop a plan 
now), but I’m still wanting to say 
to Callahan and the architects that I 
don’t really want to put those plans

in place. It’s important that those 
schools open on time, and it’s 
important that Callahan under- 
stands that. That’s what the com- 
munity expects.” 

“Amen!” replied School Com- 
mittee member Dick Collins, and 
others nodded in agreement. 

Bach also said that developing 
formal contingency plans might 
make residents think that there is 
something wrong with the project 
and that the schools are in fact 
expected to open late. Johnson had 
referred to a number of new school 
projects around eastern Massachu- 
setts this year that were due to 
open in September but fell behind

Firefighters deserve 
‘generous contract’ 


Editor, Townsman: 

Last Friday night, for the 11th 
consecutive year, my wife, daugh- 
ter and I attended the annual 
Andover Firefighters Ball. As 
always, it was a meaningful occa- 
sion, an opportunity for us to 
express our enduring gratitude to 
the Andover Fire Department in 
general and to those firefighters 
who, at considerable risk to them- 
selves, extinguished our condo- 
minium fire in 1989. 

My wife still has the indelible 
memory of holding our then-3- 
week-old daughter out of our sec- 
ond-story window, protecting her 
from smoke and flames, when the 
firefighters quickly arrived. She 
remembers watching them, with a 
kind of cognitive dissonance, as 
they rushed into the building, as 
desperate to confront the flames as 
she was to escape them. 

While attendance in previous 
years had been consistently mod- 
est — with most participants being 
firefighters, their significant others, 
and a smattering of local politi- 
cians — this year was different. The 
Andover Firefighters Ball was a 
sellout. Possibly those who pur- 
chased tickets were thinking of the 
firefighters who lost their lives at 
the World Trade Center. Perhaps 
they had seen the Peter Gelzinis 
column in the Boston Herald 
wherein he quoted New York Fire 
Department Lt. Charles Hubbard, 
speaking at a firefighter’s funeral: 
“Whenever anyone is in trouble 
anywhere in the city, all they need 
to do is to pick up the phone. A big 
red truck will show up with five 
guys in it... and, if necessary, they 
will die for you.” 

What Hubbard said about the 
NYFD applies equally to our own 
Andover firefighters. My family 
knows this from our own personal 
experience. If necessary, any of the 
firefighters who showed up at our 
home that morning in 1989 would 
have died to save my family. If 
necessary, each would give their 
life for someone today. 

Firefighters in Andover, like 
those in New York, have an 
unwritten, non-negotiable respon- 
sibility to those within their com- 
munity in their contract, “...and, if 
necessary, they will die for you.” 

Which leads me to wonder why 
Andover’s firefighters have been 
working without a contract since 
July, why talks have stalled even 
on matters where finances are not 
a factor? For Andover firefighters, 
many of whom cannot afford to 
live in this community, but each of 
whom would give their life for any 
Andover resident, a promptly 
negotiated and generous contract 
seems little to ask and absolutely 
necessary for us to offer.

Trauma expert: We all need to take time to relax, laugh

To the people of Andover: 

Are you taking time to play? 

Some people play better than 
others. Those adults who can play 
well are easy to spot. 

They are on the beach, throw- 
ing a Frisbee into the water as 
their dog rides the surf to retrieve 
it. The playful dog, wagging its 
tail, returns to his beloved owner, 
who is laughing, who pats his dog 
and who throws the Frisbee back 
into the surf, again and again until 
both are exhausted. 

They are the three sisters in a 
shopping mall. Talking, laughing, 
exploring, learning, growing. 

They are the mother and 
daughter in a hat shop. As they try 
on the most outrageous hats, they 
are creating personas to match 
their headdress. A hat with spikes 
draws a warrior face, feather and 
sparkles creates the Hollywood 
superstar. 

They are the dads coaching 
their children’s sports games. 
They care more about having fun 
than winning. They yell encourag- 
ing words from the sidelines like 


“Atta boy, keep it up, you can do 
it!” 

They are all having fun. They 
are “playing.” 

These are hard times for us as a 
country. We are bombarded with 
frightening information and trau- 
matic images. In order to cope 
with this stress, we need to have 
pleasant, healthy, and playful 
times. This helps to counteract the 
stress and provide for the healthy 
balance we need in our lives. It is 
not a “nice-to-have option,” it is 
required for our brains to function 
optimally. 

“Play” does not mean that as an 
adult you have to be in the sand- 
box making mudpies with a child. 
Play is any activity you are 
engaged in where you are not 
thinking about yesterday’s mis- 
takes and tomorrow’s worries. 
You are so engrossed in the activ- 
ity that you have lost track of time. 
You are feeling calm. Examples 
include many activities: listening 
or creating music, writing a col- 
umn, redecorating a mantle for the 
season, making crafts, watching a 
favorite TV show, plotting a graph 


on the computer, cooking with a 
new recipe, planning a party, med- 
itating, taking pictures on a nature 
walk, exercising, engaging in a 
conversation with someone enjoy- 
able. 

The key is not the activity, it is 
how you feel when you are 
engaged in it. If crossword puzzles 
make you stressed, that is not play. 

Play is essential to maturity. It 
gives us enjoyment, a sense of 
accomplishment. It makes us feel 
like we belong. Play provides new 
opportunities to learn and feel 
competent, and thereby decreases 
stress. 

Try to take a minimum of 30 
minutes each day to play. If you’re 
having trouble getting started, 
spend the time spotting others at 
play. You will benefit from vicari- 
ously watching others until you 
are ready to take the plunge your- 
self.

Money needed for 
those with mental 
health problems 


Editor, Townsman: 

We are very proud of the Mass- 
achusetts mental-health workers 
who have gone to New York City 
to help the traumatized victims of 
the Sept. 11th monstrosity. Mone- 
tary contributions have been mas- 
sive. We, as a people, are generous 
when we understand the need. 

As parents we have dreams for 
out children and our children have 
their own dreams. When your 
child becomes psychotic and cata- 
tonic before your eyes, it is impos- 
sible to describe, but all dreams 
become nightmares. Perhaps the 
metaphor of the shattering towers 
in Manhattan provides a kind of 
universal understanding of some 
of the feelings experienced by 
families that have been stricken by 
mental illness. The person we 
have known crumbles and disap- 
pears. We are shocked and terri- 
fied. Grief and despair follow as 
the reruns of our child’s “crash” 
play repeatedly, and forever, in our 
heads. This is the time a fella 
needs a friend. Isolation is the 
enemy. 

The first Surgeon General’s 
report on mental health was writ- 
ten by David Satchel, “the nation’s 
doctor,” in December 1999. The 
following spring we witnessed the 
first White House conference on 
mental health. The Massachusetts 
Mental Health Insurance Parity 
Bill was passed and signed by 
Governor Cellucci, and the US 
Senate has unanimously passed 
the Federal Mental Health Insur- 
ance Parity Bill. The House and 
president must complete the 
process. 

NAMI promotes scientific 
research that shows the biological 
and physiological sources of brain 
illnesses. Most people recognize 
the brain as an organ of the body 
that can become ill. 

But it is very frightening to 
think that one in five families will 
have someone stricken with a 
mental illness. 

The stigma of mental illness 
persists. People suffering from 
schizophrenia are treated very dif- 
ferently from people struggling 
with cancer or diabetes. 

The Massachusetts DMH bud- 
get has been flat-funded for years. 
Last year, the National Alliance 
for the Mentally Ill of Massachu- 
setts (NAMI-Mass) testified at 
every hearing related to mental ill- 
ness and the DMH budget. 

In June it looked like we may 
have gained $12.5 million for the 
untreated, homeless mentally ill - 
those in shelters or jailed for dis- 
turbing the peace due to their 
fears, anxieties, and isolation. 
Their tormenting delusions have

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increased with the horror of Sept. 
iL. 

Our funding is again in danger. 
Money needed to begin caring for 
our most vulnerable people is dis- 
appearing. In good times these 
funds are the last to be expanded, 
and in bad times these funds are 
the first to be cut.

inadequate for the need, but it is a 
step in the right direction. Shel- 
ters are already overflowing and 
turning people away. 

The rainy day fund can be 
made available for our most 
needy citizens. It is not only rain- 
ing, but soon it will be freezing 
rain and snow. Rather than freeze 
people, we can freeze the tax 
decrease for one year. There is 
available money. 

The brain is the communica- 


tion organ that connects humani- 

ty. As NAMI increases member- 

ship, we gain strength politically.

Michael Leone back in quarters after collision with tank

Andover native and Army Ist 
Lt. Michael Leone is back in his 
officer’s quarters at Fort Irwin, 
Calif., recovering from severe 
injuries he sustained in a training 
accident last month. Leone, an 
automotive and fire support officer 
with the 11th Armored Cavalry 
Regiment, was hospitalized for 
nearly a month after his Humvee 
crashed into a tank during a field 
training exercise in the Mojave 
Desert on Sept. 24. 

According to Leone’s father, 
Joseph Leone of Apple Blossom 
Road, the swirling, blinding sand 
that is an occupational hazard of 
training in the Mojave Desert was 
to blame for the accident, which 
also injured Michael Leone’s dri- 
ver, PFC Hector Capristo of Los 
Angeles. Joseph Leone said that 
while his son’s kevlar helmet 
probably saved his life, the impact 
peeled back his scalp and dam- 
aged his face, as well as breaking 
several bones in the rest of his 
body. 

Holding his son’s charred dog- 
tags, which were recovered from 
the sand around the burned-out 
hulk of the Humvee, Joseph 
Leone said that through the trau- 
ma, Michael Leone maintained 
the upright character for which he 
is known. He said his son would 
not have held up as well as the 
tags in the heat of the burning 
diesel fuel, had two soldiers not 
lept from the tank to pull him and 
his driver from their vehicle. 

“They thought his shoulder was 
injured, because they heard him 
yelling ‘My shoulder, my shoul- 
der, when they were pulling him 


out,” said Joseph Leone. “But he 
was yelling ‘My soldier, my sol- 
dier,’ meaning his driver. Even 
then, when he was in very critical 
condition, he was concerned about 
his men. That’s inherent to the 
way Michael has always thought.” 

Michael Leone, 24, graduated 
from Andover High School in 
1995 and received a degree in 
accounting from Boston College 
in 1999. His father said he was 
drawn to the ROTC program after 
seeing the ROTC color guard per- 
form at a college football game. 

“He figured the Army could 
help him and he could help the 
Army,” said Joseph Leone. “I'd 
say the Army got the better part of 
the deal on this one.” 

He means no disrespect 
though: Joseph Leone, a retired 
Secret Service special agent who 
was assigned to John F. Kennedy 
Jr. when the president’s son was a 
student at Phillips Academy, says 
serving the country is “in the fam- 
ily.” His other son, Michael’s older 
brother Christopher, is also a 
Secret Service agent. 

Michael Leone excelled acade- 
mically and militarily at BC, grad- 
uating summa cum laude and 
receiving the Colin Powell Award, 
an honor created for ROTC pro- 
grams associated with Jesuit col- 
leges and universities. 

After their son’s accident, 
Joseph Leone and his wife, Chery] 
Leone, traveled out to California 
and stayed there for three weeks, 
through Michael Leone’s three 
operations, the third one involving 
a harrowing 12 hours of general 
anesthesia while doctors worked 
on his face. 


Joseph Leone said small pins 
were implanted in the fractured 
bones of his son’s face, and bits of 
bone were taken from another part 
of his skull to help reconstruct his 
nose. His other injuries included a 
broken ankle, a crushed knee, a 
broken wrist and a sprained wrist. 
Released from the hospital this 
past weekend, he feels “a little 
low,” according to his father, but 
otherwise is on the long road to 
recovery. Joseph Leone said his 
son will be in California for an 
undetermined period before he 
can return home on convalescent 
leave. 

“T was never aware of how dan- 
gerous it is out there in those high- 
speed, live-fire exercises,” said 
Leone. While he believes the exer- 
cise was organized following the 
Sept. 11 terrorist attacks as part of 
the military’s heightened state of 
readiness, he does not think it was 
different from other armor training 
exercises. 

“This could happen any time, 
because these guys are in harm’s 
way during training,” he said. 
“They understand that when they 
sign up. Those boys are just doing 
their job.” 

Nonetheless, of his son’s ser- 
vice, he said, “I couldn’t be more 
proud of this kid than if he won 
the presidency.” However, it was 
the tributes from Michael Leone’s 
fellow soldiers, and the visits from 
the general in command of the 
post, that confirmed Joseph 
Leone’s feelings. 

“We're his parents,” he said, 
“but when you hear other people 
talking about him, that’s the 
proof.” 
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Neighborhoods, kids 
continue pitching in 
for relief efforts

In West Andover, the ninth 
annual block party for residents of 
Sugarbush Lane offered the typi- 
cal fare, like eating donuts on a 
string and running a three-legged 
race. But this year is different for 
many Andover residents since the 
Sept. 11 attack, including Sugar- 
bush Lane residents. 

Every one of their block parties 
has had a theme in the past, like a 
"50s theme. But this year it was 
patriotic and included a candle- 
light vigil because the terrorist 
attack hit so very close to home. 
Among the 27 partygoers from the 
five families that live on the small 
cul-de-sac are the Benjamins - 
Peter and Linda and their three 
kids. Peter Benjamin is an execu- 
tive with TJX Companies and 
worked with the women from the 
company who died in the tragedy. 
The group was on their way to 
California to scout for locations 
for new TJ Maxx Stores. “Each of 
them was a colleague of my hus- 
band’s and this has been so hard,” 
said Linda Benjamin. “They left 
seven children between them. It’s 
just so hard to think of those seven 
motherless children.” 

So, the Sugarbush kids and par- 
ents wanted the kids left behind in 
New York to benefit from their 
block party. This neighborhood’s 
kids, who range in age from 4 to 
13, staged a last-minute two-mile 
walkathon around their neighbor- 
hood and raised $90. Sugarbush 
kids attend West Elementary 
School, so they pooled their 
money with that school’s fundrais- 
ing effort that is going to school 


children affected by the tragedy. 

“The teens in the neighborhood 
were talking to young ones who 
are curious about all the flags 
around town. It was good for all 
of us to talk about this and we 
stressed that this country is sad, 
but we are strong,” said Cindy 
Garcia, who also lives on Sugar- 
bush Lane. 

Other families on the street 
include the Slovins, Cooneys and 
Koulourises.

Doctor’s book meant to help explain results that can scare

When medical tests come back 
with the result “abnormal” — even 
when such results are common — 
people get scared. 

For this reason, Lynda Rushing 
of Carter Lane has cowritten 
Abnormal Pap Smears: What 
Every Woman Needs to Know, 
with fellow pathologist Nancy 
Joste of New Mexico. It was pub- 
lished this year by Prometheus 
Books. 

“She and I were on the phone 
one day,” says Rushing, who is the 
director of gynecologic pathology 
and cytology at Pathology Ser- 
vices Inc. in Cambridge. “I was 
telling her how about five different 
people have come up to me at my 
gym and said, ‘Oh, I got an abnor- 
mal Pap smear, can you explain 
what that means?’ And she said 
‘Yeah, that happens to me too.’ 
We really thought there was a suf- 
ficient audience for this book.” 

In the 1940s, George Papanico- 
laou, a Greek-American doctor, 
developed a screening technique 


for cervical cancer that has saved 
thousands of lives, and to which 
he gave the first syllable of his last 
name. However, despite dramati- 
cally reducing the threat of a dis- 
ease that rivals breast cancer as a 
killer of women in other parts of 
the world, Papanicolaou’s proce- 
dure can be confusing and fright- 
ening for women whose test 
results are irregular. 

A Pap smear is a laboratory test 
in which cells are taken from a 
woman’s cervix and then exam- 
ined under a microscope by a 
cytologist, a specialist in cell 
structure. The cytologist is look- 
ing for abnormalities in the cells; 
if any are found, the sample is 
then examined by a pathologist, 
who will determine whether the 
abnormalities indicate the pres- 
ence of a cervical cancer precur- 
sor, known variously as “precursor 
lesions,” “cervical dysplasia,” or 
“squamous intraepithelial lesions” 
(SILs). 

If left unattended, these early 
warning signs can turn into can-

“abnormal” for a variety of rea- 
sons less serious than cancer or a 
cancer precursor. However, says 
Rushing, women usually only 
know that the procedure is a test 
for cancer, and so when the results 
come back and they hear “abnor- 
mal Pap smear,” they think “can- 
cer,” and become frightened. 

“Those are my two reasons for 
writing the book,” she says. “To 
educate women, and to calm them 
down. Because most likely (an 
abnormal Pap smear) is nothing.” 

Another fact about cervical 
cancer, says Rushing, is that cervi- 
cal-cancer precursors are triggered 
by a virus called a human papillo- 
mavirus (HPV), and this virus is 
sexually transmitted. Thus, cervi- 
cal cancer bears the remarkable

distinction of being, in effect, a 
sexually transmitted cancer. In 
addition, the virus can be dormant 
in a woman’s body for many years 
— years during which she may get 
married and start a family. There- 
fore, many women are thrown into 
confusion and distress when they 
are asked questions about their 
sexual history following an abnor- 
mal Pap smear. 

“T got a call from a woman 
lawyer once, a very educated and 
savvy person, and she was just 
flabbergasted,” that she had a cer- 
vical cancer precursor, says Rush- 
ing. “She said, ‘Nobody out there 
has been more careful than I 
have.’” 

But the reality, she says, is that 
80 percent of women will have an 
HPV infection at some point in 
their lives; the great majority of 
the time, their body clears it, “like 
the common cold,” says Rushing. 
“This is the risk of being sexual in 
America.” 

Almost 300 pages long and 
packed with technical detail and 
diagrams (although easy to read 
for the nonexpert), Rushing’s 
book also includes a chapter 
called “Women’s Stories,” about 
some of the types of situations that 
inspired the writing of the book. 
The stories, it says, are from 
women who “honestly told us of 
their fears for their health, their 
relationships, and their sexuality.” 
In it, the reader can learn about 
“Jodie, a young woman who was 
misdiagnosed with cancer,” and 
“Deborah, a long-term survivor of 
advanced cervical cancer,” and 
many others. 

Rushing, who is married to 
Joseph Gendlerman, an internist 
with an office on Main Street, has 
two daughters of her own. She 
hopes her book will encourage 
women to have regular Pap tests 
done, but not to stress about them, 
even if the results are abnormal. 

“Most likely it’s nothing,” she 
says, “but your responsibility is to 
get it followed up.”

The state House of Representa 
tives has voted to split Andover’s 
residents into one of two districts. 

Six of the town’s precincts will 
remain in a precinct currently rep- 
resented by Barry Finegold. Fine- 
gold’s district will also include part 
of Tewksbury and Lawrence. 

A new House district will also 
be created, including small pieces 
of six communities — Andover, 
Boxford, Georgetown, Haverhill, 
Methuen and North Andover. 
None of these communities will 
account for as much as one-third 
of its population. Three of these 
towns have only one of their 
precincts split off into this district. 

Finegold voted in favor of the 
plan, and plans to run for reelec- 
tion. 

“There’s a lot of things I liked 
and a lot of things I didn’t like. 
When you have redistricting, it’s a 
very complicated process,” said 
Finegold. “Of all the plans that 
were passed on, this, I thought, 
looked the best. 

“There’s a lot of possibilities. 
There could be two representatives 
from Andover,” he says. “Cities 
like Cambridge could have only 
two state representatives.” 

He promised to represent the 
entire town, although three town 
precincts, including the one he 
grew up in, will now be a part of

the new district. “Ill be a relent- 
less advocate for anyone in the 
community, no matter where they 
live,’ he says. “People shouldn't 
think they’re going to get less rep- 
resentation. Ask the people of 
West Andover. I was there for the 
power plant issue and that wasn't 
my district.” 

There’s already been specula- 
tion about who might run for the 
new seat, if the House vote 
stands.“I think it’s interesting. A 
guy like Michael Frishman could 
run or a guy like Brian Major could 
run for it. It could go for a Democ- 
rat or a Republican,” says Finegold. 
“I’m going to stay out of this race. 
I’m going to focus on my own.” 

But no matter who is elected, 
Finegold says that, considering 
Route 125 runs right through the 
new district, the new state repre- 
sentative will need to focus on 
improving traffic in the area. 

Frishman is considering a run. 

“I haven’t made a final deci- 
sion, but I’m very interested in 
running for a state representative 
seat,” he said. 

Major has not ruled out the pos- 
sibility. “I have to admit that see- 
ing it in the paper, it’s tempting. 
Financially, it would be tough. It 
would be tough to make a living 
off that,” says Major. “Tt did tweak 
me: ‘Hey, I’m in that district.’ 

“My dad’s a state representative 
up in New Hampshire and he loves 
it. but he has the time to do it 
because he’s retired,” says Major. 
“If | was a betting man, I'd say I’m 
staying right where I am.” 

Norma Villareal, Democratic 
Town Committee Chairwoman, 
did rule out a run. “I’m definitely 
not in the race. It’s time for others 
to serve,” she said.

With seven 
advanced placement courses and a per- 
fect SAT score under his belt, Goela 
appears qualified. His winnings included 
a $1,000 scholarship, in addition to the 
chance to meet any individual in the 
country who has inspired him. 

Goela chose to meet Dean Kamen, 
the inventor and entrepreneur who 
founded Manchester, N.H.-based DEKA 
Research and Development Corp. and 
has made headlines with his secret new 
project known mysteriously as “IT,” or, 
more recently, “Ginger.” Kamen is also 
known for creating the I-bot, a motorized 
wheelchair that can climb stairs and that 
earned him a trip to the White House. 

“T got to talk to him for like an hour 
and a half and ask him anything I want- 
ed,” said Goela, himself an aspiring 
entrepreneur and inventor. “What I got 
from it was, he said you have to know 
how to fail. In the whole entrepreneurial 
field, you’re not going to make it the first 
time — you have to learn from your mis- 
takes.” 

Goela appears to be succeeding more 
than failing lately, however. Earlier this 
summer, he was named a Presidential 
Scholar, one of the nation’s highest hon- 
ors for high-school students. He and the 


other 140 teen scholars traveled to Wash- 
ington, DC in June to receive the Presi- 
dential Scholar medallion and shake 
hands with the president. 

Before that, in May, Goela was 
named a Lucent Global Science Scholar, 
an honor this year bestowed on 50 Amer- 
ican high school students and 58 students 
from other countries. Along with receiv- 
ing a $5,000 cash prize, the winners were 
invited to attend a four-day “Global Sci- 
ence Summit” in July at Bell Labs’ 
world headquarters in Murray Hill, N_J. 
Goela said the students were organized 
into four-person teams for a science 
exercise. 

“We had to come up with a business 
proposal for a product and explain how it 
would be useful,” said Goela, who 
expects to double-major in computer sci- 
ence and electrical engineering. “Our 
product was basically a device that con- 
nects to each electronic device in your 
house. If you’re outside your house, you 
can signal it to turn on the washer or 
some other appliance.” 

These experiences seem to foreshad- 
ow what lies ahead for Goela. 

“T’m definitely interested in the whole 
robotics thing,” he says of what direction 
his career might take. Who knows 
though — entrepreneurs and inventors are 
known to be whimsical and unpre- 
dictable. Right now Goela is getting used 
to college life at Harvard, where the 
coursework is, he says, “manageable.” 

“It’s not so much the academics, its 
learning how to spend your time,” he 
said of the challenges and freedoms of 
college. 

Vikas Goela is the son of Jitendra 
Goela, a scientist at Rohm & Haas in 
Woburn, and Geeta Goela, who works at 
Children’s World Learning Center on 
South Main Street. They moved to the 
United States from India when Vikas 
was a baby.

HAT’S IN A NAME? 
It probably 
depends on the 


level of emotional invest- 
ment of the person you ask. 

With a new elementary 
and middle school in West 
Andover due to open next 
year, the School Committee 
is beginning to question the 
appropriateness of the 
names of West Elementary 
and West Middle schools, 
which are both located rela- 
tively close to the center of 
town. However, not every- 
one from those schools is 
happy with this line of ques- 
tioning. 

“If they’re not going to 
be naming the new schools 
“West, then I don’t see why 
they need to change (the 
names of West Elementary 
and West Middle),” said 
Andover High School 
sophomore and graduate of 
both Wests, Sam Dallal. He 
and two of his classmates 
approached a Townsman 
reporter on Thursday to 
voice their concerns. 

“They use the name 
“West” in all their cheers,” 
said Laura Craig-Gilmore, 
who did not attend either 
school, but who said she 
believes in the importance 
of names. “You can see they 
take a lot of pride in the 
name.” 

“It’s like all the history 
will be gone,” said Ryan 
Gilmore. “The history of the 
town is very important.” 

“The fact is that we’re 
opening two new schools 
that are actually in West 
Andover,” said School 
Committee Chairman Eric 
Nadworny. This, he said, 
will place the two current 
Wests in the midst of the 
other elementary and mid- 
dle schools. 

“We would become the 
town that has the school 
named West in the middle 
of town,” he said. “I think 
that was the logic of looking 
at new names.” 

In addition, said Nad- 
worny, having two schools 
named West can be confus- 
ing. 
West Middle School, 
located on Shawsheen Road

in front of the high school, 
used to be West Junior High 
School. The building there 
was used as high school 
building until 1957, when 
the present high school was 
built. Nadworny also point- 
ed out that Doherty Middle 
School was East Junior 
High before being renamed 
Doherty. West Elementary 
is located just north of West 
Middle, at 60 Beacon St. 

West Elementary assis- 
tant principal Liz Roos said 
she learned of the proposed 
change from an article in the 
Sept. 27 Townsman. She 
said the school department 
staff volleyball tournament 
on Oct. 11 illustrated the 
significance of the proposal 
for some people. 

“We had volleyball T- 
shirts made up that said 
“Wild Wild West’ on them,” 
she said. “Afterward, we 
went to Bertucci’s, and our 
team had the most people 
there. We were talking, and 
the name change came up, 
and a few teachers didn’t 
know about it, and when 
they heard it, they said, 
“You’re kidding, what about 
all the people that went 
there? We’ve always been 
West, “West is best.” I feel 
very strongly about this, 
let’s start a petition.’ ” 

“Right now it’s strictly a 
matter of discussion,” said 
West Elementary Principal 
Charlie Friel, who said his 
daughter, an Andover resi- 


dent, called him at his home 
in Groveland when she read 
about the proposed change. 
“Tt hasn’t worked its way 
down to us.” 

Nadworny said _ the 
School Committee has 
taken no official action and 
has no timetable for making 
any decisions about school 
names. He also said that the 
committee wants public 
input on the matter. The 
committee, which makes 
the final decisions about 
what to call schools, plans 
to name the two new 
schools in honor of promi- 
nent Andover residents; if 
the Wests’ names change, 
they would probably also be 
named after Andover nota- 
bles. 

“We may decide not to 
rename all the schools, but 
it’s worth asking at least,” 
said Nadworny. “The idea 
of a school pretty much 
smack in the middle of town 
called “West Middle’ to me 
just begs the question of 
whether we should change 
that.” 

However, Sam Dallal 
said that there is plenty of 
precedent for happily endur- 
ing misnomers. 

“It’s like my dad said: the 
Canary Islands were named 
after a dog. After that they 
named the birds after the 
islands,” he said. Further- 
more, he pointed out, 
“Woodstock was held in 
Bethel.”

Jim DiClemente of Wildwood 
Road has been receiving a‘steady 
stream of cards and e-mails ever 
since his father, Phillips Academy 
teacher and coach Frank 
DiClemente died on Sept. 28 at 
the age of 91. They come from 
lawyers, from judges, from heads 
of corporations. They come from 
the Bush family. 

“We're getting 5 to 10 daily,” 
says the younger DiClemente. 
“They basically all say that he 
helped build them into the person 
they are today.” 

A native of Rochester, N.Y., 
Frank “Deke” DiClemente taught 
biology and chemistry and 
coached basketball and soccer at 
Phillips from 1935 to 1975. He 
authored Soccer Illustrated, one of 
the first comprehensive soccer 
manuals used worldwide. He also 
founded the New England Prep 
School Athletic Council and pub- 
lished the New England Prep 
School Athletic Directory. But 
beyond these resume items, it is 
clear that he touched seemingly 
innumerable lives with that rare, 
innate human quality that tran- 
scends even the title “educator.” 

When DiClemente retired in 
1975, the former President George 
Bush, PA Class of 1942, wrote a 
remembrance, saying, “You taught 
us not to be pompous. You 
showed us grace in both victory 
and defeat; and you gave us 
humor. You shaped a lot of lives 
by kindness and by giving us each 
a part of yourself. Thanks for giv- 
ing me so much. Thanks for mak- 
ing me a man.” 

Those sentiments did not fade 
with the passage of time for Bush, 
three of whose four sons, includ- 
ing the current President Bush, 
passed through PA while 
DiClemente was there. Jim 
DiClemente says not a Christmas 
has gone by without the Bushes 
sending the DiClementes a card. 
In 1991, Deke DiClemente was 
Bush’s guest at the White House, 
and he slept in the Lincoln Bed- 
room. “And he didn’t have to pay 
for it,’ Jim DiClemente can’t 
resist adding with a chuckle. 

His mother, Berdine 
DiClemente, who survives her 
husband and still lives in their 
house on Robandy Road, was by 
then legally blind, and decided not 
to go on the trip; Jim DiClemente 
says she now occasionally wishes 
she had gone. More recently, 
when Jim DiClemente’s son 
Christopher moved to Austin, 
Texas, a call from his grandfather

was sufficient to arrange breakfast 
with then-Governor George W. 
Bush. 

Fred Stott of Robandy Road 
also has a fondness for 
DiClemente, and not just because 
he’s the DiClementes’ neighbor. 
The son of a Phillips English 
teacher, Stott graduated from PA 
in 1936, shortly after Deke 
DiClemente arrived at the school 
fresh from Springfield College. 
Following the Second World War, 
Stott joined the administration at 
the academy and made his career 
there. 

“He was Deke, always Deke, 
that’s how he was known by 
everyone, students and faculty,” 
says Stott. “His human qualities, 
his human relationships and 
friendships were just legion. 
Everybody was very formal back 
then, but this was one guy who 
bridged the formality gap.” 

Frank DiClemente also tried to 
bridge the gap between “town and 
gown,” between the town of 
Andover and the academy. 

“Back in the old days, there 
was always a division between the 
PA kids and what we called the 


‘townies, and my dad tried to 
bring them together,” says Jim 
DiClemente. “He tried to get that 
erased, because he thought an 
awful lot of the town itself.” 

“Deke was very helpful in 
arranging games between the 
town teams and the academy. He 
was probably one of the two or 
three people at the school who 
concentrated on keeping good 
relations,” says Arthur Moher, 
Class of 1945, of Wellesley. “He 
was a very regular person who 
mixed well with everybody. I 
know his family has always been 
proud of that.” 

Moher remembers Deke 
DiClemente an outstanding coach 
whose best year in basketball was 
1945. 

“He beat Exeter twice that year 
by humongous scores, 62 to 28 
and 70 to 33,” says Moher. “The 
same year, that team beat 
Somerville, who were state 
champs, 72 to 45.” 

Former alumni trustee Dick 
Phelps, Class of 1946, for whom 
the academy’s Phelps Park is 
named, also remembers Deke 
DiClemente’s all-embracing 
human qualities that went along 
with his coach’s drive to “make 
sure you always gave your 
utmost.” 

“He was truly a democrat with 
a small d,” says Phelps. “A lot of 
the old-timers resisted having the 
school go co-ed (in 1971), but he 
was not one of them. He embraced 
that change in philosophy.” 

In addition to his wife and son, 
Deke DiClemente is survived by 
his daughter, Ann DiClemente 
Ross of New York City, as well as 
three grandchildren and two great- 
grandchildren. 

This Saturday, Oct. 27, Phillips 
Academy is holding a memorial 
service for him at 3 p.m. in 
Cochran Chapel. The elder 
George Bush recently sent Jim 
DiClemente a letter with regrets 
that he will not be able to attend, 
but he enclosed a separate letter 
that will be read at the service. 

Meanwhile, other letters con- 
tinue to flow in. 

“That’s the only thing that 
makes me cry, if you want to 
know the truth,” says Jim 
DiClemente. “I knew he touched a 
lot of lives, but I didn’t realize 
until now the extent of it... I think 
a coach is able to do that, to touch 
peoples lives in a way that you 
can’t in the classroom. As great a 
dad to me as he was, he found 
time to be a great dad to all those 


people.”

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Local artists go Off Broadway 


Variety of styles and media at 4th annual gallery art show and sale

HE WALLS ARE MADE OF 
chipped, rusty brick. The 
floors are lined with bat- 
tered wooden planks. But this 
weekend, the walls of the old mill 
building at 397 Methuen St. in 
Lawrence will come alive with 
color, imagination and creativity 
for the fourth annual Off Broad- 
way Gallery Art Show and Sale. 
“People should expect a variety 
of styles and media,” says 
Andover artist Karen Herman, a 
member of the Off Broadway 
Artists Cooperative. Herman has 
helped to organize the free exhibi- 
tion, which features 16 local 
artists and opens this weekend. 
“It’s going to be high-quality 
work, and we’re going to have a 
lot of fun,” laughs Herman. “Fun 
is a big component here.” 
Richard Graber, Andover docu- 
mentary photographer, says he has 
returned to town to show a selec- 
tion of his work locally for the 
first time since the late 1980s. 
Graber moved eight months 
ago to live with relatives in his 
hometown of Goshen, Indiana, 
and he no longer takes pho- 
tographs due to a physical disabil- 
ity. But he’s got plenty to say 
about the photos he’s taken of 
Andover since the 1960s, docu-

menting the people and events of 
town, says friend Susan Lenoe. 
Lenoe helped select Graber’s pho- 
tos for the show. Graber himself 
will attend this weekend’s event, 
along with the other featured 
artists. 

“The artists will be available, 
and we want people to come and 
talk to the artists about their 
work,” says Herman. “It’s infor- 
mal.” 

Herman will show several of 
her own paintings, done in oils 
and pastels. “They’re what I call 
narrative paintings,” she says. 
“They’re sort of stories, and I have 


a personal connection to each of 
them.” 

Other Andover artists include 
Diane Grieco, who will show 
sculpture and abstract paintings; 
Rob Wilkie, who will show oil 
paintings, and Shane Crabtree 
who will show encaustic paint- 
ings. Tom Edmonds, former cura- 
tor for Andover Historical Society, 
will show works done in water- 
based paint. 

Other artists include Hannah 
Gibson, Mark Schorr, Andrew 
Curran, Cindy Efinger, Karen 
Gehle, Karen Harris, David 
Rossiter, Suzanne Simson, Helen 
Tory and Pamela Wamala. 

“We feel confident that it is 
good quality work,” says Herman. 
Many artists, like Graber for 
example, have shown their work 
locally before. While he’s looking 
forward to selling some of his 
work for the first time in years, 
Graber has “mixed feelings.” 

“I’m sort of torn between giv- 
ing things up that I like. But in a 
way I'd like them to have good 
homes,” he says. 

The show opens Friday from 5 
to 8 p.m. and will continue Satur- 
day and Sunday from 10 a.m. to 5 
p.m. The gallery is located on 
White Street in Lawrence, which 
is a right turn off Route 28 North.

“There’s music, nice wine and 
wonderful food,” says Andover 
Chamber President Frank Vacir- 
ca, also superintendent of GLTS.

265 attend Firemen’s Ball, Andover’s longest-running social event 


Last Friday night, Oct. 19, offered 
Andover residents a double billing that 
mixed having good times with helping good 
causes.

firefighters worked hard to keep the mood 
festive. “We didn’t want this to end up putting everyone in a 
somber mood, but at the same time, those New York firefighters 
are not forgotten, either,’ he said. An American flag hung proudly 
behind the band 
in the ballroom at 
Ramada Rolling 
Green. The fire 
department 
chaplain, Rev. 
Jim Seymour of 
st... -Patrick’s 
Church in South 
Lawrence, was on 
hand to lead a 
prayer for those 
New York fire- 
fighters. T-shirts 
were on sale at the ball, with proceeds being donated to a fund for 
the families of New York firefighters. 

But it was the Andover Firefighters Relief Association fund that 
truly benefited from this event. That fund is used to help families 
of Andover firefighters killed in the line of duty. In addition to tick- 
et sales, raffles were held at the ball with all proceeds going to that 
relief fund. Money raised at the ball also pays for two popular 
Andover attractions sponsored by the Andover Fire Department -— 
the Santa parade and Fourth of July fireworks. 

Gibson said the ball was well-attended, and firefighters are 
working to revive it. Ball attendance had dipped to just 110 people 
a few years back, but this year’s attendance shows that the revival 
is alive and well. Many local merchants were generous with their 
donations for the raffle, and organizers are aiming for 300 people 
next year.

Over in West Andover, the Lazarus House Ministries of 
Lawrence, held its annual dinner-and-auction benefit at the Wynd- 
ham Andover on the same night. 

H. Bridget Shaheen, executive director of Lazarus House Min- 
istries, said her net-profit was about $90,000 at the “Sharing Our 
Bounty” event, which attracted many Andoverites. Some local 
companies purchased tables for $5,000 and $2,500, which she said 
reminded her that “Andover and North Andover have been very, 
very good to us.” She also said her non-profit group, which serves 
poor, homeless and nearly homeless families in Lawrence, is feel- 
ing the pinch as people are sending their support to New York and 
Washington, as a result of the Sept. 11 tragedy. 

“The event was a godsend,” Shaheen said. “While there are still 
people who haven’t heard the message of Lazarus House and 
aren’t familiar with it, we see more and more that people do know 
of us. The more we hear that, the more blessed we feel.” 

Of course, to bring in that kind of money, there had to be some 
big-ticket auction items. Top money makers were four tickets to an 
Aerosmith concert, with a limo ride provided, along with dinner in 
the North End of Boston; a round of golf at a course in Ireland; and

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Andover Center Association 
again to discuss future next week

The Andover Center Association, a 
group dedicated to fostering the busi- 
ness community in downtown 
Andover, is meeting next Wednesday 
morning, and members say the agenda 
is yet another wake-up call for 
increased participation. Items sched- 
uled to be put to a vote are basic issues, 
such as whether the organization 
should continue to exist. 

“I think they’re looking for new 
members,” said John Daher of the shoe 
store Daher’s for Adults, at 45 Main St. 
Daher’s for Adults and the neighboring 
Daher’s for Kids have been regular par- 
ticipants in yearly association-spon- 
sored events like Holiday Open House 
and the summer open-house-cum- 
street-festival, Bazaar Days. These two 
events are also on Wednesday’s agenda, 
for members to decide whether they 
should continue to be held, assuming 
the association continues. 

Association Chairman Tom Keefe of 
Addison Travel on Chestnut Street had 
no comment beyond, “The agenda 
speaks for itself.” 

Former association members have in 
the past expressed frustration with the 
declining energy of the organization, 
which this past year decided to stop 
sponsoring the decoration of the down- 
town with holiday lights; the lights 
were put up with last-minute funding 
by a few individual businesses and 
town departments. 

Daher said he expects Holiday Open 
House, which normally takes place in 
the beginning of December, to happen 
as usual this year. 

“It’s a very nice community event, 
and we'd certainly like to continue it,” 
said Daher. “That’s what the associa- 
tion is about. I think one concern is, is 
the money there. That’s a concern for 
everybody in these times. It takes sev- 
eral thousand dollars to run an event 
like that for three or four hours. But we 
certainly expect to have it, and I don’t

Daher acknowledged that Wednes- 
day’s meeting will probably serve to 
alert members that they need to become 
more actively involved if the organiza- 
tion is to survive. To start with, there 
are empty seats on the board of direc- 
tors that need to be filled; one of them 
is being vacated by Finance Committee 
member Cindy Milne, who is also the 
assistant to the president at Andover 
Bank.

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Follow these tips for ‘child-

Here’s an alarming statistic: 
Each year, more children die 
from accidents in the home 
than from all childhood dis- 
eases combined. In fact, 
according to the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission, an 
estimated 2.5 million children 
are injured or killed by hazards 
in the home every year. These 
are accidents in the home — the 
very place you would think 
your children are the safest. 
The good news is that most of 
these accidents can be prevent- 
ed by investing in some reason- 
ably priced safety equipment 
and following some time-tested 
guidelines. 

There are quite a few factors 
to consider when “childproof- 
ing” a home. Most houses are 
not designed or furnished with 
a child’s safety in mind, so it is 
important to make some adjust- 
ments when you become a par- 
ent. The CPSC’s Web site 
offers these tips for creating a 
safe environment for your chil- 
dren: 


1. Use safety latches and 
locks for cabinets and drawers 
in kitchens, bathrooms and 
other areas to help prevent poi- 
sonings and other injuries. 
Look for latches and locks that 
adults can easily install and use 
but that are sturdy enough to 
withstand pulls and tugs from 
children. Typical cost is less 
than $2. 


2. Use safety gates to help 
prevent falls down stairs and to 
keep children away from dan- 
gerous areas. For the top of a 
flight of stairs, gates that screw 
to the wall are more secure than 
“pressure gates.” Look for

opened quickly by an adult in 
case of an emergency. Typical 
cost is $1 for covers and $5 and 
up for locks. 


4. Use anti-scald devices for 
faucets and shower heads. Set 
water heater temperature to 120 
degrees Fahrenheit to help pre- 
vent burns from hot water. Typ- 
ical cost is from $6 to $30. 


5. Use smoke detectors on 
every level of your home and 
near bedrooms. Check smoke 
detectors once a month to make 
sure they're working, and 
change batteries at least once a 
year. Typical cost is less than 
$10. 


6. Install window guards and 
safety netting to help prevent 
falls from windows, balconies, 
decks and landings. Typical 
cost is between $8 and $16. 


7. Use corner and edge 
bumpers to help prevent 
injuries from falls against 
sharp edges of furniture and 
fireplaces. Typical cost is $1 
and up.

Four blank walls and a bare floor 
— for some parents this is an adven- 
ture, but for others it can be an over- 
whelming task that is put off for as 
long as possible. But, with all of the 
ideas out there today, decorating a 
child’s room can be a fun project 
involving husband and wife or par- 
ent and child. With a blank canvas 
of a room, where does one start? 

Flor Salazar, an employee at Walls 
‘N All in North Andover, says, “The 
first step for planning a child’s room 
would be to start with a color that 
you have in mind. Some might have 
a family heirloom, such as a quilt 
that has been passed down from 
past generations, which could be 
used as a central piece to one’s 
room.” 

If you are not sure of a particular 
color, then choosing a fabric would 
be the next step. You could then pull 
a color from the fabric for the walls. 

After choosing a color, the walls 
must be started. 

“Whether it is planning a baby’s 
room or decorating for a younger 
child, color is the most important 
factor in a room and can be accentu- 
ated or highlighted,” Ms. Salazar 
says. 

If the room is going to be updated 
in a couple of years, you may want 
to choose a color that a child can 
grow with. Studies have proven that 
children enjoy primary colors ver- 
sus the basic muted tones that most 
nurseries are done in.

“Lime green is a popular color 
because it is soothing, pleasing to 
the eye and gender neutral. People 
tend to stay away from yellow for 
entire walls because babies do not 
like that color, but some do accentu- 
ate and decorate with it,” says Ms. 
Salazar. 

While the original colors would 
be pink for a girl and blue for a boy, 
some choose blue for both boys and 
girls. 

“A lot can be done with blue. It 
can be toned down and added with 
accents if it is a girl, but brighter 
blue if it is a boy,” Ms. Salazar says. 

Andover resident and parent Kim 
Drake chose a shade of teal blue for 
her nursery because of its unisex 
appeal. She says, “I liked the color 
because I didn’t know the sex of the 
child, and it’s fairly appropriate for 
either sex because it’s more of an 
antique blue.” 

There are many options available 
for covering walls, depending on 
the parent and child’s preferences. 
The use of borders applied over 
painted walls lends a bit of detail to 
accent the colors chosen and can be 
easily taken down, rather than 
papering all of the walls. Paint is 
generally easier to apply and is less 
expensive. While the typical gallon 
of paint costs $30 and is good for 
one room, a small room that is wall- 
papered would require five double 
rolls at around $20 a piece. 

If wallpaper is going to be used, 
children can help in the selection 
process. Boys can browse through

catalogs featuring sport themes such 
as “instant replay” by Blonder or 
“sports” by Seabrook, and dinosaurs 
and trucks are always big. For girls, 
purple is a popular color that can be 
found in scenes of dancing fairies or 
teddy-bear tea parties. 

Ms. Salazar says, “Waverly is the 
most popular brand for children 
because the wallpaper hangs beauti- 
fully and is easy to put up.” 

The “tree house” design by York 
and “jungle” by Waverly are full of 
bright, vibrant colors that are 
appealing to a child’s eye. Contrary 
to popular belief that checks and 
stripes don’t belong together, one 
can make a room unique by mixing 
checks, stripes and even plaids. 

While children over the age of 3 
are old enough to help in deciding 
how their room will look, baby’s 
rooms may be more challenging to 
plan. The majority of parents try to 
make sure the room is completed 
before the baby is born, but it could 
be a problem if you do not know the 
gender of the child. Fortunately, 
there are many unisex prints avail- 
able, such as the jungle theme creat- 
ed from ex-Beatle John Lennon’s 
work. The print is produced by 
Carter’s, a popular maker of baby 
clothing, and features wallpaper, 
borders, murals and bedding. To 
accessorize, there are rugs, stuffed 
animals, lamps and sleepwear. One 
of the most popular patterns around, 
the jungle look has been developed 
over the past five months and is 
ordered three to four times a month

at Walls ‘N All. On the other hand, 
the once sought-after Noah’s ark 
theme is fading away. 

The John Lennon theme comes 
complete with pieces that can be 
chosen instead of wallpaper and 
placed on the wall in desired areas. 
“These cutouts are becoming a pop- 
ular idea,” says Ms. Salazar. “Stick- 
ons, or wallpaper cutouts, are the 
latest things and can be placed 
around the room wherever you 
want them. Themes like ‘under the 
sea’ have shapes of sea creatures 
and plants and can be placed by 
children at their height to let them 
help in the process of decorating 
their own rooms.” 

Murals are also popular and can 


be purchased in many styles. Most 
come to about 3 feet high, and paint 
or plain wallpaper can be placed on 
the remaining section of the wall 
not covered by the mural, giving a 
layered effect. 

Another type of technique 1s 
sponge-painting, which can be 
applied in different shapes using 
stencils, including clouds on the 
walls and ceilings. 

“Clouds are a big theme for little 
girls and can be hand-done or pur- 
chased as wallpaper,” says Ms. 
Salazar. 

Ms. Drake came up with her own 
ideas for her child’s nursery by 
incorporating a plate rail attached to

cost is $30 and up. 

If all of this seems a bit over- 
whelming to do yourself, help 
is just a phone call away. Bob 
Kohn, general manager of 
Inside/Out Childproofing Inc. 
in Methuen, helps families cre- 
ate safe homes to raise their 
children in. The company will 
go out and inspect a home, 
make safety recommendations 
and install any devices or 
equipment for you. Mr. Kohn 
says clients are typically first- 
time parents, so they benefit by 
receiving a lot of general safety 
information. 

Inside/Out Childproofing will 
cover everything from furniture 
placement, blind cords, electric 
outlets, gates and latches to 
checking dryer vents, mapping 
out a fire escape route and even 
educating people on_ hazards 
that are not as_ well-known, 
such as the dangers of not 
removing your dry cleaning 
bags from clothing. 

“Dry cleaning bags are very 
dangerous for little ones 
because of the very thin plastic. 
Also, the chemicals used could, 
although not proven, become a 
carcinogen if (the bags are) left 
on clothing. If it. (the chemical) 


that are dangerous — even 
some that are certified pose a 
risk. When you put the cover 
down, it becomes a choking 
mechanism and _ the little 
prongs could be harmful as 
well. He recommends using 
outlet covers that turn or have 
sliding doors so they don’t 
have to be removed at all. 
Gates can be tricky as well, 
since there are dozens of types 
on the market.

woodwork; we use a mounting 
kit that goes up against the 
wood and gets cable tied with 
nylon ties,” says Mr. Kohn. 
They even do plexiglass work, 
customized to fit in areas that 
may be too wide for a gate. 

It’s hard to say how much all 
of this costs, since it really 
depends on the size and scope 
of your needs. Mr. Kohn has 
done projects that range from 
$250 to $2,800. 

“We give a custom quote and 
they can do any part of the 
quote or the whole thing,” Mr. 
Kohn says. “We do a whole 
safety package, but they aren’t 
obligated.” 

A good time to get your house 
childproofed is before your lit- 
tle one can crawl — sometime in 
the first 7 months is best, 
according to Mr. Kohn, because 
it gives the parents time to 
adjust to the safety devices 
before their children are too 
mobile. 

Mr. Kohn likes when his cus- 
tomers ask a lot of questions 
because “the more questions 
they ask, the more knowledge- 
able they are and the safer they 
are,” he says, and that’s what 
his business is all about.

the wall at eye level. “I went with 
what I thought would be a neat thing 
that would be fun to have as a baby 
and then as they get older. Pictures 
can be stacked on the rail without 
having to put up a lot of shelving or 
occupying space on bureaus. It 
breaks up the room,” she says. 

Next comes the decision about 
bedding. With a chosen theme such 
as Lennon’s print, Carter’s makes 
bedding that can be ordered from 
the same catalog as the wallpaper, 
offering one-stop shopping. If 
you've picked out a busy wallpaper, 
then a simple bed design might be 
best. “People try to even it out so 
there isn’t a huge splash of color,” 
Ms. Salazar says. 

From Walls ‘N All, you can 
venture one door over to Ethan 
Allen in North Andover for bed- 
ding. Bedding sets come with a 
flat sheet, a fitted sheet, pillow- 
cases and a duvet and range in 
style from quilts incorporating 
gingham, dots and ribbon to sport 
patterns in bold colors. The bed- 
ding fits any crib or bed or can be 
used with Ethan Allen’s exclusive 
line of kids’ furniture called Kids 
EA. Liese Sturtz, an interior deco- 
rator for Ethan Allen, says, “This 
furniture includes pieces from 
thinking chairs to larger furniture 
such as desks but is scaled down 
to meet the children’s needs. 
Large pieces of furniture, such as 
the armoires, come complete with 
holes drilled through the back so 
that attachments can be used to 
harness larger furniture to the 
wall, acting as a safety measure.” 
Kids EA pieces are also painted 
with a “tuff stuff’ coating so that 
wet items won’t ruin the finish 
and scratches are deflected. The 
finish can be easily cleaned with 
soap and water. 


Another popular choice for chil- 
dren’s rooms are Ethan Allen’s line 
of colored furniture called Country 
Colors. Colors such as denim, forest 
and cranberry can be used to cus- 
tomize beds, bureaus and chests. 
However, their two styles of cribs 
only come in white, dark and light 
maple. 

Most of Ethan Allen’s ideas are 
based on items that a child can grow 
with. 

“Changing tables can be added to 
with bookshelving units and can be 
locked together to create a desk 
area. Accessories such as boxes, pic- 
tures, murrors and quilts can all be 
used throughout adolescence,” says 
Ms. Salazar. 

Accessories called “drapery jewel- 
ry” can be placed atop the curtains 
to give the room a teen-age look 
with hooks that have shapes and 
beads dangling from them. 

Along with the latest trend of 
drapery jewelry, new window treat- 
ments are available and are a major 
part of the setting up of a child’s 
room. 

Ms. Salazar says, “Blinds created 
by Hunter-Douglas are effeetive and 
can be purchased to let some light in 
or as a total blackout. The total 
blackout are the most common and 
have aluminum on the back to keep 
all of the light out of the room.” 

The “blackout” blinds can help 
both the parent and child’s seep 
habits. Ms. Drake has purchased 
blinds similar to these for her 2- 
year-old and says, “They have prob- 
ably bought us a half-hour of sleep 
in the evening and one and a half to 
two hours of extra sleep in the 
morning. I will most likely get them 
for the nursery as well.” The blinds 
cost about $100 to $150 per win- 
dow. 

Curtains can also grow with a 
child. 

“Fabric for curtains can be picked

to match a baby’s nursery and, later, 
a child’s room,” says Ms. Sturtz. 

The final piece in putting a child’s 
room together is the flooring 

“Ethan Allen carries rugs that 
come in braided textures as well as 
durable nylon broadloom,” Ms.

Colors for children’s rugs include 
“bumble bee,” “grape juice” and 
“once upon a lime.” After picking 
out the colors you wish to use, there 
are a variety of patterns to go with 
them. For a little boy, one might 
chose a train; this train can be 
placed on a rug in the shape of your 
choice. Then accents will be added, 
ranging from outlining the outer 
edge of the rug to choosing a back- 
ground color. 

If the children are old enough to 
help plan their room, parents 
should let them - it gives kids a 
sense of personal accomplishment 
and makes the child feel that the 
space they have created is truly 
their own. However, if the child is 
not old enough to help, then parents 
can have just as much fun putting 
themselves in the shoes of a child 
once again.
